SKETCH OF T. B. BEED. 


Thomas Brackett Beed was born in 


Portland, Maine, October 18, 1839, 
and graduated at Bowdoin college in 
1830. 
He then studied law, but on 


April 19, 1864, he was appointed act- 
ing 
assistant 
paymaster 
in the 


United States navy and served faith- 
fully until November 4, 186S. 


Upon his discharge 
he* was ad- 


mitted to the practice of law, opening 
an office in Portland. He served as 
a member of the house of representa- 
tives of Maine in 1868-9 and was 
elected state senator in 1870, and 
served as attorney general of his 
state in 1870-72. 


From 1874 to 1877 he served as 


city solicitor for the city of Portland 
and became a member of congress in 
March, 1877. 


He was speaker of the Forty-first, 


Fifty-fourth 
and Fifty-fifth 
con- 


gresses, and was re-elected to the 
Fifty-sixth congress. 


In 1896 he was mentioned as a re- 


publican 
candidate 
for the presi- 


dency. He was the author of "Beed's 
Bules," a work on parliamentary 
usages, which gained a reputation 
for severity, resulting in his being 
called a "czar." 


With Mr. Beed's training as a 


lawyer and as a politician he turned 
out to be the man who could reform 
the methods of the lower house of 
congress. These, in his earlier days, 
had 
become notoriously dilatory. 


There was no method 
known by 


which a quorum could be assured at a 
critical moment, and consequently no 
way of ascertaining when a legisla- 
tive problem had been worked out to 
the point where it ought to be settled 
by a decisive vote. 


Beed changed all this. The Inde- 


scribable phenomena of the British 
house of corr.mons. in which the Irish 
members under the lead of Parnell 
were actually discovering new prob- 
lems in the scheme of parliamentary 
obstruction, suggested methods by 
which the tactics of obstructionists 
could be met.

at Guayaquil, died of yellow fever in 
this city yesterday. Five hours later 
his body was buried in a local ceme- 
tery. 


Mr. Nast was famous as a car- 


toonist and painter. 
He was 
ap- 


pointed consul at Guayaquil only n. 
few ruonths ago. Three dnys ago lie 
was stricken with 
yellow 
fever. 


Every possible effort was made to 
save his life, but the fever had ot 
tained a strong hold and he passed 
away at noon. 


The coffin was 
wrapped ;n tlie 


American fiag and borne to the ceme- 
tery ahead of a sorrowing "group 
mourners. 
The funeral was attend- 


ed by. the governor, all members yt 
the American colony, the consular 
corps and many friends. 
Altliougli 


Mr. Nast's. service here sras brief, 7iu 
made many friends both among the 
native and foreign population. 
His 


death is deeply, lamented. The Brit- 
ish consul recited a prayer at tho 
cemetery. 


SKETCH OF MB. NAST. 


Mr. Nast was born Sept. 27, 1840, 


in Laudau, Bavaria. His father was 
a noted musician' in the Bavarian 
army, who moved to New York In 
1846 an<? became a member of the 
famous Philharmonic society. Young 
Nast was edv.--ted in 
the 
rmbil 


schools of Nev -,Tork city, early dis- 
playing a talent for art. 
At tho age 


of 14 he took a six months' course 
of! study under Theodore Kaufman 
and this constituted his sole train- 
ing. 
His father died in 1853 and 


the boy began almost immediately 
to draw sketches for Frank Leslie's 
Illustrated Newspaper. 


In 1S60 Wast was sent to England 


to sketch, the Heenon-Sayers prize 
fight for the New York Illustrated 
News. 


From London Nast went to Italy, 


where he joined the army of Garl- 
bnldi, going with it through tho vic- 
torious campaigns of Sicily and Cal- 
abria as a member of General Gari- 
baldi's staff. 
London and Palis pa- 


pers eagerly bought, the sketches of 
the campaign which he supplied. 


Beturning- to the Unitid States In 


February, 1861, Mr. Nast was better 
equipped than any other American 
to illustrate the scenes of the civil 
war because of his experience abroad. 
He formed a permanent connection 
with Harper's W»«?Wy in July. 1862, 
and supplied that 
magazine 
witli 


stirring battle scenes and other pic- 
tures that did untold good in uiola- 
ing union sentiment in places where 
opinion was divided. 


While corruption in New York city 


government held sway in tho days 
following reconstruction Mr. 
Nast 


developed the cnrtoon, tho satirical 
picture that awoke slumbering jus- 
tice and set the dogs of law after the 
criminals.

The death of Thomas Nast takes 


away the first of America's great car- 
toonists and in all respects the great- 
est of them all. For many years 
Nast has not attracted much atten- 
tion, but his fame as a pictorial 
satirist was thoroughly secure and 
***s £n~t*ii*^n p.TH'?!0 so tliat lie liad 
little need to devote himself labor- 
iously to his art. In the matter of 
distinct achievements Nast has never 
been approached by any caricaturist 
of this or any other country. 
His 


work for Harper's Weekly 
during 


the exposures of the Tweed ring in 
New York some thirty years ago was 
the most powerful ever done in po- 
litical caricature and had vast effect 
in extirpation of the Tweed gang. 
In the campaign of 1872 Nast's cari- 
catures of Greeley, the democratic 
and liberal republican candidate for 
the presidency, were severe and mer- 
ciless and cut Greeley to the quick. 
It has even been said that the se- 
verity of Nast's treatment of Greeley 
had something to do with hastening 
that great journalist's doath, wliicli 
occurred shortly after his defeat for 
the presidency. 
Two figures very 


c^rr.^.cn ir- the political carte-one of 
today—the republican elephant, the 
democratic donkey and the Tammany 
tiger—were the inventions of Nast. 


most likely to receive the nomination. 
But he did not, nor did his friends 
and admirers take into account the 
tremendous campaign Mark Hanna 
was preparing to wage throughout 
the country for William McKinl«y; 
and against the Hanna organization, 
machinery and means B/eed went 
down with the appearance of never 
having had any chance whatever. 
Later he got out of touch with Ms 
party on the great questions arising 
from the Spanish war,.and at. the 
close of Ms term in 1899, he retired 
from congress. 


Like many another honest states- 


man, Thomns B. Beed served his 
country at immense personal sacri- 
fice. 
While frugal habits enabled 


him to save part of the meagre salary 
of a congressman and the demand, for 
the work of his pen and his popular- 
ity as a lecturer enabled him to give 
himself comfortable circumstances, 
he was by no means a rich man. It 
is probable that his law practice in 
New York, whither he went after his 
retirement from confess, yielded him 
more than his entire public career 
previously had done. 


The former speaker was still in the 


very prime of his powers and his 
death is untimely and unfortunate.

Almost im- 
mediately he was taken violently ill, 
but attempted to awaken his wife and 
little son. In the case of tihe little 
boy the father was successful, but ho 
also grew very ill. Despite the ef- 
forts to awaken Mrs. Moses she re- 
mained in a deep stupor and a phy- 
sician was called. He labored until 
Saturday afternoon before the woman 
was restored to consciousness. Heart 
complications which are present in 
her caso made the experience ad- 
ditionally severe, and she is still very 
ill from the efforts of the gas.

first found the means to obstruct the 
obstructionists and compel the house 
to transact business.
